Large Supply Left in the Country 
for Christmas Trade. 


The Thanksgiving turkev 
market 
which has just closed, developed the 
unexpected fact that there is au abun­ 
dance of turkeys in the country, so 
many in fact that the eastern markets 
were from four to six cents lower than 
dealers anticipated, and those farmers 
who sold their turkeys on theJTbanss* 
giving market seem now to have been 
most fortunate this year, as the pros­ 
pects are for lower prices at Christmas. 
Some of the city papers conceived the 
idea that turkeys were a scarce article 
and that prices would be soaring this 
week. 
Even the dealers and shippers 
shared the same idea, but the contrary 
proved true and on Monday and Tues­ 
day prices declined in all the eastern 
markets several cents below the pre­ 
dictions of eastern poultrvmen.

It appears that a great many people 
do not understand that road supervi­ 
sors are to be elected throughout In­ 
diana in January, butsuen is the fact. 
The election will be held under the law 
passed by the legislature of 1903 
The 
law reads in part as follows-: 
“ The qualified voters in each road 
district of the several couuties in the 
this state shall on the steond Satur­ 
day after the first Monday in January 
1905, and every two yea»- thereafter, 
elect a supervisor who shall hold his 
office for the term of two jears ard 
until his successor has been elected 
and qualified. 
Road districts shall 
not be held to include any part or 
parts of cities or incorporated towns 
that may be in the township in which 
said road districts are located. 
Each 
supervisor shall receive the sum of 
$1 50 a a ay for his services actually 
performed, to be paid out of the town­ 
ship treasury, but before receiving the 
same he shall file his sworn statement 
with the truo'eee of the township, which 
statement shall specify the days and 
dates on which such service were per­ 
formed.” 
The law- makes it the du y of the 
township trustee to divide bis township 
into road districts, not more than four 


dot less than two to the township. 
The election is under the control of 
the trustee a ;d he shall post notices 
in each rr ad district of the election be­ 
fore the first Monday in January.

lost 500 men in the attack s of Nov. 17 
and 18 and were evidently disheart­ 
ened.

Nov. 19 the Japanese sent out several 
battalions from Double Humped hill, 
but their movem ents lacked decision. 
T he R ussians opened fire from Pouti- 
loff (Uoae Tree) hill and neighboring 
eminences.
